“The long duration of the war 
has certainly brought about defi- 
ciencies and bottlenecks. But we 
shall be the better equi to 
overcome these shortcom the 


better we conceal them from the 


“For this reason alone,“ he as- 
serted, it is forbidden to discuss 
such things in public. Every bel- 
ligerent these days lives behind 
iron shutters.” 

“The people must respect their 
eaders,” wrote Goebbels, who, ac- 
cording to recurrent reports in the 
British and neutral press, is now 
along with Gestapo Chief Hein- 
rich Himmler, in control of Ger- 
man affairs in place of the seclud: 
ed and long-silent Adolf Hitler. 

“The countless decisions which 
have to be taken daily, even hour- 
ly, in all spheres of our conduct of 
the war inevitably contain a cer- 
tain proportion of mistakes,” Goeb- 
bels continued. “These mistakes 
are caused by human and other 
shortcomings. They may well en- 
tail regrettable consequences. But 
no belligerent is innocent of mis- 


takes. What counts in the lony run 


is which side makes the fewer 
mistakes.” 

Then he decreed! “No doubts 
must be expressed as to the final 
outcome of the war—that is the 
paramount ruling.” 

“There are some fanatics among 
us,” he wrote, “who love to spread 
abroad every detail of the horrors 
svfifered in a heavy air raid.

Forty four-engined U. S. bomb- 
ers were downed by ack-ack 
Thursday night as the mighty 
aerial offensive roared over Ger- 
many.

Production--Not Recrimination—Needed 


As usual in such sudden—end unex- 
pected—develupments of news, we became 
a slightly hysterical nation as reports that 
men had died because we didn’t have 
enough munition spread and took on cu- 
rious outlooks. 


It now develops no one has died be- 
cause of any lack of bullets or shells to 
fire in so far as manufacture of them was 
concerned. Lives may have been lost be- 
cause we had only one port and no rail- 
roads and only one truck route to transport 
them. | 


We also were ‘firing ammunition—par- 


ticularly artillery shells—at a greater rate 
than anticipated. 


There now is a serious shortage of 

_ workers and a fair-minded person, seeking 
to find the departments most to blame, re- 
luctantly must bring it back to the Army 
itself. Apparently there was a lack of co- 
ordination and of planning. 


A year ago the chief of ordnance was 
saying we had so much ammunition “it 


was running out of our ears.” Bag-loading 
plants and many shell plants were put on 
a reduced production basis. At least one 
major bag-loading plant, for heavy artil- 


lery, was reduced from three shifts to two. 


Someone bungled, it. There followed 
the optimism of 
and this inspired a rush away from the 


plants into private jobs. 


We now find that the German is still” 


tough, full of fight and well equipped. He 
also has more reserves than we thought. 


So, the nation must turn again to pro- 
duction. This we will have to do even if it 
requires harsh measures to get the neces- 
sary workers in the vital plants. An intelli- 
gent approach will get them without such 
measures. e 


We seem to have made a mistake. 


Trying to fix the blame is a secondary 
consideration. Production is the first one. 
We now have Antwerp, a great port, and 
the railroads are beginning to function. 
We need production.

Strange Influences in Canada | 


It is with a sense of shocked disap- 
pointment that many Americans read of 
Canadian opposition to the gending of 
drafted troops to fight across the seas. 
The reputation of gallant bravery which 
Canadian fighting men have gained both 
in this wir and in the first World War 
- suffers when Americans read of troops of 
our northern neighbor mutinying rather 
than going overseas to fight. 


- Canada, while creating a home defense 
army by conscription, has sent only such 
troops as volunteered for foreign service 
overseas. The size of that overseas army, 
in ratio to Canada’s population, has con- 
stituted high tribute to Canadian man- 
hood. Nevertheless, at this important 
stage of the war, with all danger of attack 
against this hemisphere removed, the Ca- 
nadian government desired to send addi- 
tional, drafted forces, overseas, just as does 
the United States and Great Britain. 


The revolt against the proposed change 
originated in Quebec, the French-Canadian 
province, which has always been a puz- 
zling factor in Canadian affairs. It is dif- 
ficult to understand why French-Cana- 
dians should be any more reluctant to join 
in the fight of the Allied Nations against 
tyranny and would-be world conquerors, 
just as it is difficult to understand the 
somewhat similar attitude of Eire.

Both Canade end Ireland have been

ized volunteer system.and the Irish by un- 
organized individual*enlistments in the 
forces of Britain and other Allied nations. 


Because the French-Canadians appar- 
ently want only to act as home-guard 
“play soldiers,” when there is no longer 
any danger of fighting on this continent, 
there should be no detraction from the 
great fighting record.made by Canadian 
troops overseas. a 


The problem is one for Canadians 
themselves to solve and, undoubtedly, it 
will be solved in a manner creditable to 
a nation of such high repute in world 
affairs, As for us, in the United States, 
we should watch with utmost sympathy 


our neighbor’s troubles, remembering that 


our own war record is stained with the 
record of strikes in war industry and other 
obstacles on the road to victory. Nor has 
Britain, so much closer to the conflict, so 


much the sufferer from enemy attack, 


been free of trouble. : 


We shall, all of us, fight on to the ulti- 
mate complete victory and, in the mean- 
time, it would be well for each nation to 
be left to solve its own internal troubles 
itself,

It still is emotionally divided into two great camps, with two more, 
not so large, pitched near by: that of John Lewis and his miners, 
and the railroad brotherhoods.

Congress Laying for Petrillo 


WASHINGTON.—James C. Petrill nation’s music fuehrer, 


extend to a legislative attempt to outlaw his and all 
parable union labor dictatorships. 

The immediate action is a unanimous vote of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, reporting favorably on a bill introduced 
by Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, Republican, Michigan, which would 
end Mr. Petrillo’s more than two-year-old ban on broadcasts of 
music by school bands and orchestras. 

Specificallù the bill would make it unlawful for any person 
“to interfere with, intimidate, hinder, extort, delay, prevent or 
conspire against“ noncommercial educational or cultural broadcasts 
presented by any academically accredited tax-exempt institution. 

As defined by Sen. Vandenberg, his bill would “take Petrillo’s 
foot off the necks of our school children.” 

It was the ban on broadcasting of school music that really 
oe — . 3 =e geen pan that he has now 
o the point of collecting a private sales tax on every phonograph 
record or transcription produced and sold in the United States. 

In July, 1942, one month before he moved against 


‘Petrillo forbade radio stations to broadcast programs produced at 


the National Music Camp at Interlochen, Mich., students of which 
5 picked from high schools on the basis of their musical scholar- 
ship. 

In the fall of 1942 music produced at the Eastman School of 
Music and the Cincinnati Conservatory of Music likewise was 
barred the air waves. 

In thé January issue of “The International Musician.” official 
— of his union, Petrillo hurled defiance at protestants of these 


“When all the shooting was over and we came to the summer 
of 1943,” he concluded, “there was no Interlochen high school 
student orchestra on the air. Nor was there in the year 1943 any 
other school band or orchestra on the networks and there never 
will be without the permission of the American Federation of 
Musicians.” . 

; At the time the Interlochen ban was im- 
Vandenberg Bill posed, Sen. Vandenberg introduced his bill 
to block it, but with a congressinal election looming he found no 
disposition among his colleagues to take on Mr. P o. The Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, to which the bill was 
refused even so much as to grant a hearipg to Dr. Joseph E. Maddy, 
head of the University of Michigan department of music and head 
of the Interlochen camp. 

The congressional change of heart now is due to the flood of 
protests members of both houses have received against the union 
tax on phonograph records, to which all record manufacturers and 
radio networks have succumbed. 

The final circumstance that induced this surrender was Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s confession that the government was helpless te 
stay Mr. Petrillo’s hand. 

Earlier, the War Labor Board had ordered the Musicians’ Union 
to end its ban against recordings. When Petrillo flouted this direc 
tive, President Roosevelt sent a telegram personally appealing to 
him to reverse his position, although admitting at the same time 
that Stabilization Director Fred M. Vinson had ruled that the 
union’s noncompliance “was not unduly impeding the war effort.” 

Mr. Petrillo lost no time in telling the President, also, where 
to get off, and the record producers, deciding that if the President 
was helpless, they must be also, finally capitulated to Petrillo’s 
demand. It was stated, however, that the union exaction would 
be passed on to the consuming public in the form of higher prices 
for purchased records. 

Mr, Petrillo’s aim, of course, is to monopolize all broadcasting 
and transcription of music in the hands of members of his union, 
in order to put more monty in their pockets. Het ago gained 
complete control of all musicians directly employed in dcasting 
stations handling chain programs, even to the extent of forcing 
them to employ orchestras whether they need them or not. 

And, having barred student musicians and imposed his tran- 
scription tax, he is moving forward to new conquésts. Last week 
one of his subordinate union officials objected to any more free 
concerts by the United States Marine Band which, from the time 
in 1880 when John Philip Sousa became its director, has been the 
recognized leader in production of band music. 

The big advantage gained in the committee approval of the 
Vandenberg bill may be that, when it reaches the floor of the 
senate, it will be open to amendment 1 rohibition of 
interference with student broadcasting so as embrace all the 
rest of Petrillo’s extraordinary ukases.
